New Step May Be Taken In England 
In Near Future. 


A few years ago in England both 
the Conservative party and the Lib- 
erals, with the exception of the ex- 
treme radical section, were agreed that 
it was not the duty of the Govern: 
ment to provide any class of citizens 
with any of the necessaries of life, 
and among the necessaries of life 
Were included good, habitable dwell- 
ings. 

It was held that to provide such 
necessaries fer any class was not the 
duty of the state, because if it did so 
it would inevitably tend to make that 
class depend not on themselves, but 
Upon what was done for them else 
where, and that it would not be pos- 
sible to teach a worse lesson than “if 
you don’t take care of yourself the 
state will take care of you.” 

But things are changing. The Gov- 


ernment has promised to bring a 
measure dealing with the housing 


uestion, especially in the crowded 
istricts, and it is being pressed by 
the Socialist section of its party to 
rovide the working classes with 
labitations at greatly lower rents than 
the market value paid elsewhere. 
This will be supported by a large 
number of radicois, but strenuously 
opposed by the Opposition and many 
moderate Liberals, 

No one doubts the propriety and 
the right of the state to interfere in 
matters relating to the sanitary laws, 
and, looking at the question as a 
matter of sanitary reform there is 
much to be done by legislation to take 
the working classes out of that mis- 
erable condition in whieh they find 
themselves, nomely, that even if they 
want decent honses they eannot find 
them. The evil to be grappled with 
is not one of modern growth. 

The rookeries have been the growth 
of generations. Tt must take time and 
effort and it mnat cost money to affect 
accure, The Gove nment has nromis- 
ed old age pensions, the multipliea. 
tion of small holders, the resuseita- 
tion of agriculture, town planning, 
better sanitary conditions of labor, 
the extinction of sweating, physical 
training of the people and other mea- 
sures necessary to preserve the stam- 
ina of the race and develop their ine 
teligence and productive powers, 

None of these objects is opposed by 
the Unionists, but they are ntepared 
to start a crusade against what they 
call “revolutionary Socialism.” and 
they regard the building of good

“Buried Sunshine” Has Become a 
Plaything of Science. 

Has it ever occurred to you that the 
vanilla with which many a favorite 
dish of yours is flavored is made from 
coal? Will sou believe that most of 


i went down! the dyes which have stained the fab- 


tics of your clothes, that the naphtha 
and benzine which your tailor uses in 
removing stains and that even the 
Sweetest perfumes are all of them de- 
tivatives of coal. 

It was once said by a scientist, clev- 
erer and more imaginative than most 
of his kind, that coal is “buried sun- 
shine.” Something of the enormous 
extent of ancient coal forming jungles 
may be conceived when it is said that 
our present forests would produce only 
two or three inches of coal if they, 
too, were subjected to a carbonizing 
process. 

The magicians who have wrought 
wonders with coal are the gasmaker 
und the chemist. If coal is burned In 
the open air, heat is produced and 
nothing left but a little ash. Burn itt 
in a closed vessel, however, and the 
marvelous change occurs. In the first 
place, coal gas is produced and, chem- 
leally treated, is supplied to every city 
home. Furthermore, ammonia is ob- 
tained, important in modern agricul- 
ture because by its means plants can 
be artificially supplied with the nitro- 
gen they need. Then, again, asphalt 
is produced, much used in roudmaking, 
although the retort is vot the chicf 
source of its supply. Lastly, a black, 
nolsome ooze is collected which goes 
by the name of “coal tar.” It is this 
@hich at the touch of the modern 
chemist’s wand {is transformed into the 
most widely different substances im- 
aginable. 

The wonders of coal tar do not cease 
here. It is a palette of gorgeous col- 
ors, a mnedicine chest of potent drugs, 
a whole arsenal of terrible explosives, 
a vial of delicious flavors and a garden 
of perfumes—the most protean, varle- 
gated substance in the world.—London 
Pall Mall Magazine.

The stupidity of the swan In this 
respect is emphasized by the intelll- 
gence exhibited by ornamental ducks 
when the weather turns cold. As 
night comes on and the water begins 
fo freeze the ducks begin swimming 
in a wide, well defined circle, Round 
and round they go during the entire 
night, keeping all the water within 
that circle free from ice, so that when 
the day dawns they can float about 
and doze in the sun. Ducks are al- 
ways most active during the night and 
choose the day for sleeping, 

But to return to the swan, If you 
find one of these birds some distance 
froin the water and startle it, the swan 
will rush a few feet toward the pond 
and then drop down on the ground and 
try to go through the motions of swiin- 
ming, apparently unable in its fright 
to realize that it hus uot yet reached 
the water, 

Neither is the common swan a good 
fighter. The black swan, although 
one-half its size, is invariably the vic- 
tor in the combats which are some- 
times engaged In and generally kills 
{ts antagonist, The black swan usually 
provokes the fight, too, for it Is rather 
a quarrelsome bird.—Washington Star,

In this matter many an eas 
and simple-minded monarch has re-- 
mained quite mediaeval in his no- 
tions of what it due to him. That is 
the reason why each royal personage 
is compelled to have such an amazing- 
ly large wardrobe, especially so com- 

lete and costly a collection of uni-- 
lorms, and, of course, in many cascs: 
the question of ‘What shall I wear?” 
abroad is settled for royalty by the 
Draconian laws of international eti- 
quette. 

Perhaps the fact that royal person-. 
ages have to wenr when traveling, and 
af long tiring hours, heavy un fornis 

to which they are unaccustomed, and 
which perhaps they have only worn 
once it ever before, makes them more 
particular than humbler mortals con- 
cerning the comfort of their ordinary 
touring garments. 

This is particularly true of Edward 
VII.; His Majesty’s lounge suits are 
marvels of ease and comfort, and spe- 
cial care is taken in the matter of 
the royal footgear, particularly since 
the King’s serious accident at Wad- 
desdon some years ago. 

To give but one example, the King 
does not use the usual “service” boots 
painfully familiar to every officer; 
in his case these are replaced by an 
easier make, which, though boasting 
of thick heels, have no brads or nails 
In this connection it may be stated 
that His Majesty never wears shoes, 
excepting when yachting; like the late 
Queen, he preicrs boots for all occa- 
sions.

FEAT IN SURGERY. 


New York Physician Transfuses Fath- 
er’s Blood With Child's. 


Physicians and surgeons are dis- 
cussing with the keenest interest an 
operation recently performed by Dr 
Alexis Carrel, head of the Rockefeller 
Institute, on the little daughter of Dr. 
Adrian V. 8. Lambe ‘rt, which they 
regard as most convincing proof of 
the value of vivisection. 

Anti-vivisectionists are centering 
their attack on the Rockefeller Insti- 
tute, and the fact that the operation 
was performed by one of the leading 
surgeons connected with it gives it a 
peculiar significance, 

In itself the operation is regarded 
as one of the most remarkable ever 
performed. The child was only five 
years old and was suffering from pur- 
yura, a disease of which little is 
nown. Its symptoms are a weaken- 
ing of the walls of the arteries so 
that the blood escapes from all parte 
of the body, 

Dr. Carrel was called in when the 
life of the child was despaired of. 
The only possible hope lay in trans- 
fusion of blood. Dr. Lambert, the 
child’s father, volunteered to give all 
his own blood that was necessary to 
save the child’s life, and Dr. Carrel 
undertook the operation in spite of 
the slight chance there appeared to 
be of success, 

He was strapped to the baby and 
one of his arteries connected with the 
child’s blood vessels. His blood rush- 
ed from his big healthy body into 
that of the child with such good ef- 
fect that the baby rallied almost im- 
mediately and is now not only out 
of danger, but fast gaining flesh and 
the rosy look a healthy baby ought to 
have. 

Friends of Dr. Carrel, who declined 
with some abruptness to discuss the 
case, say that the operation would 
have been out of the question except 
for the skill gained from many _ simi- 
lar operations on the lower animals. 


London School Attendance. 

During the last six years there has 
been a decline of more than 10,000 in 
the number of children attending the 
elementary schools of London, and 
the official reporting the matter to the 
London County Council Board of Edu- 
cation says that one of the chief 
causes is the reduction which appears 
to be taking place in the average size 
of London families. 

There is no direct suggestion of race 
suicide, for the report says: “Some 
portion of the reduction in the average 
number of children in a family in the 
county of London is in all probability 
due to the fact that the larger families 
feel to greater extent than the smaller 
ones the economic pressure which 
tends to drive them from the centre 
of London to the outskirta of the 
county, and beyond the county. 

“As a rule, the larger the family 
the greater is ‘the difficulty of find- 
ing suitable house accommodation in 
the more central parts, and the 
stronger are the influences of attrac- 
tion to the suburbs.”
